Follow directions, step 1 through step 6, for first petticoat. 


Join ruffle sections, right sides together, with '4 inch 
seams to make 1 long strip. Press seams open. 


Hem one edge of ruffle, using narrow hemmer on sewing 
machine. Refer to instruction book for further information. 


Set ruffier for 6 stitch pleating. Starting at side seam, 
place ruffle right side up between blue blades and into 
seam allowance guide-from left of attachment. Place 
petticoat, right side down, above blue blades into seam 
allowance guide from left side of attachment. 


To test setting of fullness, mark petticoat 6 inches from 
side seam, mark ruffle 15 inches from end. With machine 
unthreaded, stitch to marks. If the marks meet, the set- 
ting is correct. If they do not meet, adjust stitch length 
for more or less fullness. 


When fullness is adjusted, thread machine. Starting at 
side seam, stitch around petticoat, finishing as near to 
starting point as possible. Remove ruffler and join ends 
of ruffle with % inch seam. Press seam open. Finish 
stitching above ruffle joining, on wrong side.
